"The Kentucky Chamber of 
Commerce endorsed no other 
concept of the program for Ap- 
palachia except that which was 
submitted to President Lyndon 
B. Johnson by the Appalachian 
Regional Conamiss.nn,” accord- 
ing to a statement issued today 
lay G. J. Tankersley, President 
of the statewide business or- 
ganization. 

The Chamber's support of 
the Appalachian Regional Com- 
mission report, according t'o 
Tankersley, came after John B. 
Whisman, Executive Secretary 
to the President's Appalachian 
Regional Commission, appeared 
before the Kentucky Chamber’s 
annual meeting on April 13, 
1984, and outlined the salient 
features of the program which 
the Cermnissbn had recom- 
mended as aids to Appalachia. 

Tankersley, in. conclusion, 
stated: "Now that the report 

has 'been submitted to. the Pres- 
ident and his message present- 
ed to Congress, it is evident 
Hhat other architects would de- 
sire to change the recommen- 
dations ttf the Appalachian 
Commission or to add thereto 
their own ideas. The Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce will 
have to view any change or ad- 
dition to the original concept 
on the merits of each individ- 
ual proposal. We will reserve 
the right to review legislation 
on this subject and accept or 
reject tha actions in the Con- 
gress on Appalachia, based on 
whether it was a part of the 
original proposal and as it af- 
fects our established policy.”

The institutional break-down can be 
overcome by institutional consolidation. 

Trend No. 7: There is a gradual disap- 
pearance of the frustrated welfare commu- 
nities such as coal camps. 

Prediction: There will be a> clustering 
of people coming from the hollows and sett- 
ling in larger ribbon trade and service com- 
munnities around the principal arteries of 
transportaton. This will bring most of he 
people of the community directly in the 
sphere of communiy services. The outlying 
|and and natural resources will be free to 
use in ongoing economic projects of large 
scale. 

Trend No 8: The people of eastern 

Kentucky are becoming more and more 
aware of scientific and social change in the 
urban oriented society. 

Prediction; The hard shell of tradition- 
alism will be broken to pieces but due to 
the carry over of bv-gone customs, sharp 
pieces of prejudice like pieces of glass, will 
be thorns in the fles*h of the evolving so- 
ciety Technical assistance as provided by the 
Eastern Kentucky Resource Development 
staff in the areas of organization, planning, 
management, zoning, housing, general edu- 
cation, and public affairs 1 will be sought. 
However, the civil rights issue which his 



been with us over 100 years will still be with 
us in 2000 A. D. Rural oriented laws will be 
changed to fit the urban industrial society 
in which the people live. 

Trend No. 9: There is developing a 
greater interest in public affairs and public 
policy. 

Prediction. We will have a new state 
constitution, a modernized tax structure, 
modernization of county government, more 
restrictive laws for conservation of resources 
and greaer interest in family planning. There 
will be a broader Informed and more active 
citizenry on. national and international issues 
such as the civil rights, gjld, outflow prob- 
lem, foreign aid, foreign trade, trade with 
Cuba, and U. S Rights in Panama. Public 
affairs education will become a pant of the 
content in courses in economics, civics, and 
sociology as well as' being a part of the extra 
curricular activities such as debates, forums, 
and chapel programs in the public schools. 

Trend No. 10: There is an ever growing 
concern over the inadequacy of our educa- 
tional system. 

Prediction: There will be complete re- 
organization and reorientation of our educa - 
tional system Buildings and facilities will be 
eonrolidated more in ‘the director of the 
James Corvii’int proposals. There will be 
planned programs of education for kinder- 
ijartners, The entire curriculum will be 
modernized Foreign languages will be taught 
in grade and high schools Some college 
courses, particularly physical and social 
science*, will be compressed i ml o the high 
school curriculum. Presently a<ariniMurnlly 



oriented vocational studies gradually will be 
minimized Teaching wilt be more technical 
training courses of two years duration. For 
the capable students, college education will 
not be just a thing hoped for but a thing 
expected. There will be greater research to 
provide basic guide lines to improve the 
teaching profession. Teachers salaries will be 
increased and will be in line with those of 
professions requiring similar training and 
degree of performance. 

Trend No. 11: In Eastern Kentucky 
there is developing a pattern of cooperation 
and organization which breaks with many 
traditional concepts and demonstrates broad 
vision in planning and action programs. 

Prediction: New organizations such as 

the mayors and judges association, area de- 
velopment councils and resource and urban 
planning oouncils will blaze the trail to an 
improved eastern Kentucky community. 

So much for trends and predictions. The 
remaining question is a big HOW. How ao 
we as parents and teachers give direction to 
change and trends in order that they serve 
the purposes of a progressive organic com- 
munity? In fact, if we disapprove a trend, can 
we reverse it? If the community is the 
PEOPLE and if the kind of community de- 
pends upon the ATTITUDE of the people, 
then to have a PROGRESSIVE ORGANIC 
COMMUNITY we must develop a new adult 
population that has achieved the highest 
individual excellency compatible with iits 
innate capacity and the evolving environment 
Although in- a affluent society the aspirations 
of our youth should lie open eneded, we 



have certain self willed goals of citizenship. 
As adults, we have the responsibility to spell 
out these goals. The following four categor- 
ies of expectations (goals) for all youth as 
they grow toward excellency of being and 
toward excelling in capacity to produce and 
to change are recommended. 

1. To have and to maintain strong in- 
dividual character. 

a. To be self supporting ,to have a 
respectarble occupation which gives suffi- 
cient income to meet all of the needs and 
enough of the wants of the individual and 
his dependents to maintain a satisfying stand- 
ard of living in terms of modern society. 

b. To be physically fit, to have a healthy 
body and to accept one’s physique. 

c. To be mentally mature, to accept 
the realtiies of life and to have the realities 
of life and to have self respect, self knowl- 
edge, security, curiosity, creativity, and a 
striving for achievement. 

d. To be socially fit, to recognize and 
allow for the social forces at work in society. 

e. To be spiritually growing, to recog- 
nize a personal relationship with a Superior 
Being 

2 To make discretionary use of personal 
resources through sound decision making 
to mangae money, time, materials, and tal- 
ents for the most aehieveing ends in Produc- 
ing mere excellence in self and society. 

3 To have a happy family relatoiship — 
to be informed about, to have respect for, 
and to assume responsibility in family life 

4. To be a responsible citizen in ituM- 
:is husband, wife, parent, relative. 



4. To be a responsble citizen in indivi- 
dual and group performance — to uphold 
the worth, dignity and rights of the individual 
to protect, suport and preserve the best in 
cure to recognize and adjust to necessary 
change in the environment; to contribute to 
and promote progress; to demonstrate leader- 
ship according to one’s own ability. 

Who is responsible for seeing that the 
youth measure up to ilhese expectations when 
auult citizens. The task can be identified ba- 
sically as educational and the responsible 
people are the parents and teachers. As we 
lace the future this task will demand! new 
and bold adventures in leadership and res- 
ponsibly. It will require that we better 
prepare ourselves in order that we might 
better prepare the youth. It will require dy- 
namic action by committees on recreation, 
legislaton, health, character and spiritual ed- 
ucation, and citizenship. Yes, citizenship. 
Think on what Daniel Webster once said, 
“Whatever makes men good Christians, ma- 
kes them good citizen.” Henry Allen remark- 
ed, “If universal training for wars is possi- 
ble, so is universal training for citizenship 
and peace.” 

It was Henry David Thoreau in "Walden” 
who wrote, “If one advances confidently in 
the direction of hi9 dreams, he will meet 
with success unexpected in common hours.” 
If you and 1 a* parents and teachers follow 
the directions of our dreams for our youth 
as adults, some of us might live to **e open- 
ing up in eastern Kentucky as did the writer 
of the Book of Revelations, “a new heaven 
and a new earth.”
